Sets Drilling Plans 
At Lloydminster 


EDMONTON.—A large-sc devel- 
opment programme ‘in. the Lloydmin- 
ster oil field has been, announzed by 
Excelsior Refineries limited in co-op- 
eration with Wilrich Petroleums lim- 
ited and associates. 

The proposed drilling programime 
follows recent expansion of the Ex- 
celsior refinery to handle, increased 
demands for products of Lioydmin- 
ster’s heavy black crude. The field 
straddles the northern border -be- 
tween Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

Excelsior plans to drill 60 wells, 40 
of them this year.

Interesting Results Announced 
At Feeders Day _ 

Feeder’s' Day is known to many 
farmers in Alberta as the day 
when they congregate at the U. of 
A. Stock Pavilion to hear the re- 
sults of feed experiments on vari- 
ous classes of livestock. I attended 
Feeder’s Day this year and as in 
the past heard the review of the 
livestock feéding experiments. 
Some interesting results were an- 
nounced by the professors in 
charge of these experiments’ and 
although the ‘numerous. results 
were quoted, one ofa few of them 
can be dealt..with here. The first 
is that orf beef cattle feeding ex- 
periments. The most significant 
result, that was brought. out, for 
the benefit of the farmers, ‘was 
that grain feeding of cattle during 
winter. is a profitable enterprise. 
The returns from. grain marketed 
through steers, as indicated by 30 
year records, were approximately 
doubled than the price paid at the 
elevator. The average price paid 
for. a bushél of barley in this .30 
year period when sold at the ele- 
\vator was 54c; on the_other hand 
barley feed to steers brought $1 
per bushel. All costs except la- 
bour was accounted for when the 
last figure was calculated. In 1950- 
51 feeding experiments indicate a 
very substantial profit in feeding 
steers coarse grain and _ frozen 
wheat. Just as a point of interest, 
frozen wheat brought a price of 
4.70 per bushel this year when 


{fed to steers. No major digestive 


troubles were encountered when 
frozen wheat was fed and steers 
gained well on this feed: 

Swine feeding experiments bear 
out the same results, namely that 
feeding swine is a profitable enter- 
prise since that the price realized 
on grain marketed through swine 
is also approximately double that 
at the elevator. 

An experiment on milking cows 
before calving indicated that this 
practice had no harmful effect on 
cows, on milk production or but- 
terfat. It did not increase mastitis 
and slightly reduced the time re- 


{quired for udders to return to nor- 


mal. Results indicated that pre=}tu 
milking may be advisable in se- 
vere cases of udder inflammation.

couragement to farmers through- 
out the province and this district 
to concentrate more on livestock:

Grain farming in itself 
does not give the same security 
a proper balance between grain 
and livestock will give better re- 
turns, more financial security and 
improve the fertility of our land.

Farmers Borrow $63 Million 
Under Improvement Loans Act 


Canadian farmers borrowed $63,421,363 through 58,969 in- 
dividual loans under the Farm Improvement Loans Act during 
1950. The Act, which has been in operation six years, was re- 
cently extended by Parliament for another three years from 
March 1, 1951. 


Over the six year. period of opera- 
tions $170,054,703 has been borrowed 
and the sum of $96,681,498 had been 
repaid at December 31, 1950, which 
is equivalent to 56.8 per cent, of the 
total amount lent. During this period 
only 35 claims amounting to $19,660 
- were made under the Government 
guarantee. 

Farm Implements and Trucks—As 
in the previous five years, loans for 
the purchase of farm implements 
and farm trucks represented the 
greatest volume of lending under the

Miss Marion Scribner Believes She 
ih Is The Only One In Canada i 


REGINA, — Miss Marion Scribner “is ighindhawinn’s only 
woman school superintendent, and thinks possibly she is the only 
one in Canada. There are women in Ontario with-d similar title 
but Miss Scribner believes they work mainly as assistant to a 
male superintendent. 


Miss Scribner's. bailiwick is the 
Gull Lake district in the southwest- 
ern part of the province. She likes 
it there, and ‘says she can see no ad- 
vantage in ‘transferring from one 
place to another, She would be happy 
to spend the rest. of her life there— 
althottgh she wasn’t sure that would 
be @ good idea either for herself. or 
the ‘district. « 

The Gull Lake superintendent has 
been. on the job since 1946. Her train- 
ing includes a bachelor’s degree and 
certificate course in education at the 
University of Saskatchewan and a 
term as school principal at Wapella, 
Sask. 

Miss Scribner-says that as a wom- 
an she no doubt approaches her work 
in a manner different from male 
superintendents and the people she 
encounters have a different attitude 
to her than they would have toward 
aman. But success or failure, she 
said, depends on the individual man 
or ‘woman. 

She has no feeling” she is doing a 


man’s job. It is her job, and she 
expects and receives excellént co-op- 
eration from other educational work- 
ers in the districts 
‘Miss Scribner explained the work 
of superintendent is to give leader- 
ship in education within the area. In

Miss Scribner is strongly in favor i 
of the larger school unit as a means 
of. improving’ educational standards 
and ircreasing the efficiendy of” edu- 
cational workers. 
| Often she accompanies groups of 
parengs and trustees on visits to 
Shaunavon or Maple Creek,-or other 
neighboring towns which are in @ 
larger school unit. The result, she 
says, is always the same. The visi- 
tors realize that children attending 
larger area schools. are enjoying 
benefits which are not available to 
children in the ‘Gull Lake area, or in 
other areas outside the unit.

CENSUS TAKERS

Beginning on June ‘1 this year a 
census enumerator will visit each of, 
the 730,000 farms in Canada to ob- 
tain anwers to a series of questions 
about the farm, The last census of 
agriculture for all Canada was taken 
in 1941 and for the Prairie Provinces 
in 1946. Many farmers will there- 
fore have ,had previous experience in 
answering questions on the agricul- 
tural schedule, but for some it will 
be the first experience. ~ 


The schedule for 1951 has been 
shortened .considerably.. Most- of .the 
questions are straightforward, such 
as acres devoted to crops, numbers 
of livestock on farms, and inventories 
of equipment.

Those questions 
are sometimes hard to answer but the 
information is of great value. ani is 
needed for adequate appraisal of the 
agricultural industry.

“At first”, Mr. Moore ‘nies. “our 
customers were mainly persons who 
had previously ‘eaten. horsé. meat 
overseas and welcomed an jp aeper tus 
ity to purchase it again. 

“But now we get almost as many. 
Edmonton-born customers as those of 
European descent. 

“Why, last Saturday alone about 
600 people bought, meat in our store 
‘pand many of them have lived here 
all their lives.” 

The greatest attraction to budget- 
conscious -housewives is, of course, 
the meat’s relatively low pricé range 
as compared to other meats, 

Most cuts sell for about 40° per 
cent. of regular beef prices. Top price 
for a horse tenderloin, for. example, 
is 40 cents against $1.50 per pound 
for beef cuts of that class. 

Loin steaks sell for 35 cents com- 
pared with 95 cents for good quality 
beef steaks in nearby shops. Rump 
roasts..or pickled hindquarters cost 
about 86 cents a pound and ground 
horse meat 25 cents, 

The owners did not run into as 
much opposition as they counted on 
when they first. approached the pro- 
vincial government with the idea of 
selling horse meat for human con- 
sumption. 

However, ‘the shop’s “opening was 
delayed until the Edmonton . City 
Council approved the issue of a retail 
licence. and the Provincial Livestock 
Branch approved regulations cover- 
ing sale of the meat. ‘ 

Numerous citizens protested to the 
council claiming they refused to eat 
horse meat and might get ioe with 
some if sale became legal.
